The following statement relating to applications

BULGARIA. 





STEADY PROGRESS. 


Mr. Douglas MacKillop, Secretary in Charge, 
Commercial Affairs, British Legation, Sofia, who 
has prepared a report on the economic conditions in 
Bulgaria as at dist January last, points out that the 
present day Bulgaria has an area of 2,455,900 square 
lalometres and a population in June, 192%, of 
4,909,700. The population consists, as to SO per 
cent. of the whole, of peasants who are to a great 
extent self-sufficing; but the urban population 1s 
impoverished. Revenue equals about 30s. per head 
of the population per annum, exports about 18s. and 
imports £1 per head annually. The national debt 
is over £30 per head, including reparations obliga- 
tions of £20 per head, towards which no payment 
has yet been made. 

As an introduction to a report on the commercial, 
financial and economie situation in Bulgaria during 
1922, it may be stated (writes Mr. MacKillop) that 
the year under review has been a period of steady, 
even remarkable, The reduction of im- 
ports, particularly that of articles of luxury and 
unproductive articles in general, and the increase 
of exports, have given the country a trade balance 
no more unfavourable than in an average year be- 
fore the war; fiduciary inflation has been arrested 
and the factor of fluetuation in the national currency 
considerably reduced; the Budget deficit has been 
brought down to much smaller dimensions than that 
of the preceding year. The production of Bulgarian 
tobacco has continued to grow in importance and has 
found a steady market abroad, at least for the time 
heing—giving an undoubted increase of the re- 
sources of the country. 

If, therefore, the position of the country is 
regarded from the purely economic point of view, 
it appears to be most satisfactory and full of pro- 
mise for the future, the more so as the high level 
of commercial morality, vreal potentialities Ol eXx- 
pansion and = considerable undeveloped mineral 
resources Inay be regarded as constant factors in 
Bulgaria’s favour. It would be fallacious, how- 
ever, to set down this favourable aspect as present- 
ing a true picture of the country’s position without 
some mention of the influences which condition and 
govern the whole of the activities of the country. 
These influences are entirely separate from, or only 
indirectly related to, colmmerce and economics, and 
any discussion of them would be, of course, out of 
place here. The most important are the uncertain 
situation in the Near Kast generally, the lack of any 
reliable auguries as to the permanent attitude of 
the Government towards trade and industry, and tlfe 
reparations question. It is, in the first place, appa- 
rent that, so long as conditions in the Near East 
remain unsettled, the resultant atmosphere of un- 
certainty must be harmful to trade. 

The second influence on trade conditions, in 
common with all others, is the policy of the Bul- 
garian Government, which operates in the interests 
of the peasant rather than the industrialist. The 
policy of substituting the co-operative system for 
private enterprise in banking, agriculture, and 
eventually in industry, to which they are in prin- 
ciple committed, has not been carried into effect. 
Private trade has, however, been hampered in con- 
sequence. (Co-operation in Bulgaria is a very real 
economic phenomenon and may become in the 
future the basis of production and exchange. The 
question of reparations, which must necessarily 
affect the economic and financial situation in Bul- 
varia, remains to be settled and is being dealt with 
by the Inter-Allied Commission in Sofia. 


pre M'TeESsS, 
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CURRENCY AND EXCHANGE. 

The Bulgarian exchange compares very favour- 
ably indeed with that of the other defeated coun- 
tries, and even with that of the entente countries, 
Roumania and Jugo-Slavia. Indeed, if the econo- 
mic position of Bulgaria could be ‘considered as 
apart from her political situation, one would have 
no hesitation in pronouncing it to be most promis- 
ing. The connection between reparations and the 
rate of exchange is patent. The sudden deprecia- 
tion of the leva in July and August synchronised 
with the expiry of an ultimatum presented by the 
Inter-Allied Commission for Bulgaria on 20th "Saly 
and the progressive recovery in September, October 
November, and December with the realisation that 
no immediate measures against Bulgaria were to be 
anticipated. The average of the first three weeks 
of December was little over 600, but the publication 
in a Sofia daily newspaper of a report that the full 
treaty demands were to be put in by the creditor 
countries, though bended by the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment, led to a serious fall in the value of the leva, 
which immediate ly fell to 735 to the pound and con- 
tinued to fluctuate between the figure of 670 and 
700 up to the end of the year. The fiduci dary circu- 
lation of Bulgaria, which has been arrested at 
$,796,107,000 leva, represents a smaller effective 
circulation than existed before the war. Thus the 
amount in 1914 was 226,600,000 leva (£9,000,000) 
while the equivalent of the present circulation 
varies between £5,500,000 and £6,000,000 with the 
fluctuations of the leva. Another important factor 
is that the purchasing power of the paper leva—its 
value in terms of commodities—has fallen more 
than the currency has increased, or, in other words, 
the increase of prices 1s more than in proportion to 
the expansion of the currency. The natural result 
is that the arresting of inflation has created a short- 
age of money, aggravated by the fact that the 
peasant class, now enjoying great prosperity and 
holding a large proportion of the nation’s ‘‘ paper,”’ 
hoard their holdings instead of entrusting them to 
hanks or otherwise putting them into circulation. 
As this process is constant it may be said that the 
effective circulation progressively declines. This, 
coupled with the high price of commodities and the 
premium on money, has brought in its train a short- 
age of credit. The most respectable banks offer 
6 per cent. or more on current accounts, while loans 
are very dear, accommodation over short periods 
often costing at the rate of 40 per cent. per annum. 
The obstacles which the shortage of credit presents to 
the growth of industry and the normal course of 
trade are enormous and jeopardise any efforts to 
raise an internal loan on the part of the State, 
which is, of course, unable to compete with the in- 
ducements offered by the private borrower. 


TRADE BALANCE. 
The compilation of trustworthy trade statistics in 
Bulgaria is a slow process. Those for 1921 were not 





issued until October last. During 1921 the figures 
for the export and import trade of Bulgaria 


amounted to: Imports, 2,921,092,269 leva; exports, 
2,213,827,269 leva: which resulted in an adverse 
trade balance of about 700 million leva. Britain 


occupied the third place in the table if importing 
countries with a total of 448,692,179 leva, Italy 
leading with a total of 610,895,709 leva, How far 
the various importing countries have maintained 
their relative positions during the year under review 
it is impossible to say with certainty. The prin- 
cipal articles imported during this period were 
metals, mineral oils, construction materials, tex- 
tiles, cardboard machinery and colonial goods. 
The only statistics available for 1922 are those relat- 
ing to the first three months, 

These latter figures show that, for the 
quarter, exports exceeded imports by 


first 
about 
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85,500,000 leva, and if, as is affirmed to be the case 
from approximate calculations, this proportion was 
actually maintained throughout the year, Bulgaria 
has had, for the first time for many years, a favour- 
able trade balance, which is a very encouraging 
sign of recovery. The causes of the decline in im- 
ports are the new Customs Tariff, the decline in the 
lev and (partly as the result of the latter factor) 
restricted consumption. The gold value of Bul- 
garian imports is even yet far below the pre-war 
average, and there is no immediate prospect of any 
apprec iable growth of her effective demand for 
foreign goods. Whilst imports declined exports 
were greater, both in quantity and value, a con- 
siderable percentage of Bulgarian exports going to 
Russia and an increased demand for foodstuffs 
coming from Turkey and Greece, all of which cir- 
cumstances gave a much- needed stimulus to Bul- 
garian export trade. Turkey heads the list of coun- 
tries importing Bulgarian produce during 1921, 
having displaced Italy, who headed the list in 1920. 
The principal reason for this change is the fact that 
Turkey has imported until quite recently large 
quantities of Bulgarian cereals and flour which 
were formerly supplied by Russia and Roumania. 
On the other hand, the Tariff recently imposed by 
the Kemalists on foreign erain 1s a very serious 
matter for Bulgaria and may result in the closing, 
at least for a time, of one of the best markets for 
her produce. Exports to Great Britain were negli- 
gible.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN MARCH. 
BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


The general level of wholesale prices in March as 
registered by the Board of Trade Index Number was 
17 per cent. above the corresponding average in 
February and 0°2 per cent. above the level of a year 
earlier. The price movement between February 
and March shows a fall of 1:7 per cent. in articles of 
food and an advance of 3°6 per cent. in industrial 
materials. he most important changes in food prices 
were reductions in respect of eggs and fish, and in- 
creases for imported cheese, oranges, sugar, coftee, 








and tapioca. The averages for the two metal 
groups iron and steel, and other metals and 


.minerals, show increases of 8°5 per cent. and 7°2 per 


cent. respectively, and in the cotton group an aver- 
age advance of 1°5 per cent. is shown.

Compared with a year ago y substantial decreases 
are recorded in the prices of wheat, both home 
grown and imported, in flour and in British barley. 
Only two items in the cereals groups, rice and 
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tapioca, were higher in price in March last than in 
the corresponding month of 1922. Argentine beef, 
New Zealand lamb, British pork and fish were 
dearer than a year ago, while other kinds of meat 
included in the compilation were cheaper. With 
regard to the imported meat, it may be mentioned 
that beef prices averaged considerably lower in 
March, 1922, than in subsequent months, and that 
higher prices tor New Zealand lamb have been 
maintained from September last. The prices of 
Danish and New Zealand butter have been higher 
during the nine months since June last than in the 
first half of 1922, and the price increase in New 
Zealand cheese of November last has been carried 
further during the first quarter of the present year. 
For some months past sugar has been at a much 
higher price than in the first half of 1922. The up- 
ward movements in the prices for butter, cheese and 
sugar have been offset by much lower prices for 
potatoes, onions, and apples, so that the average for 
the group of foodstuffs other than cereals and meat 
shows a reduction on the level of a year ago. The 
higher level for the iron and steel group, compared 
with March, 1922, is the consequence of upward 
movements dating in some items from January and 
in others from a month or two earlier. The 
materials principally affected are pig iron, wrought 
hoops, steel billets, tinplate and sheet bars, heavy 
melting steel scrap, flat steel bars, galvanised corru- 
gated sheets and tinplates. Since the beginning of 
the year there have been considerable advances in 
the prices of certain descriptions of coal, also in 
those of electrolytic copper and lead, while the rises 
in tin and zine prices have operated over a much 
longer period. The upward movement in the price 
of American cotton has been progressive during 
most of the past twelve months and has amounted to 
over 50 per cent. from the lowest point reached last 
vear. Cotton varns and cloths, and also wool and 
woollen and worsted yarns, have, in most cases, 
advanced in price since Nov ember last. The quota- 
tions for Japanese and Italian silk, raw, were much 
lower in the early spring of last year than at any 
time since, and subsequent increases have been fully 
maintained in the latest quotations, which are nearly 
40 per cent. and 20 per cent. respectively higher 
than a year ago. Compared with March, 1922, con- 
siderable advances in price are also shown in raw 
linseed oil, wood pulp, leather, and rubber, the 
price of the last mentioned item having doubled 
in the interval.

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A comparison of the average prices in March with 
those for February shows increases in 19 of the 53 
articles of food and decreases in 27, changes exceed- 
ing 5 per cent, being recorded in seven of ‘the former 
items and in 10 of the latter, Oranges advanced on 
the average by over 15 per cent., New Zealand 
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cheese by over 12 per cent., tapioca and coffee by 
over 10 per cent., and sugar by over 9 per cent. The 
largest decreases were in fish, which fell by nearly 
35 per cent., in Irish and Danish eggs, which were 
cheaper by over 20 per cent., and in onions with a 
fail of 14 per cent. The movement in the prices of 
the 97 industrial materials shows 56 increases and 
17 decreases, and of the former 18 exceeded the 
February averages by over 10 per cent., while only 
three of the decreases exceeded 5 per cent. In the 
iron and steel group of 24 items 22 show advanced 
prices in March compared with February, the other 
two remaining unchanged. ‘The prices of the five 
descriptions of pig iron included in the compilation 
and of soft steel billets averaged from 13 per cent. 
to 18 per cent. more in the later month, and in- 
creases of 10 per cent. to 12 per cent. were recorded 
in tinplate and sheet bars, boiler plates, angles, ship 
plates and tinplates. The other increases in the 
iron and steel group include eight in which the 
March prices exceeded the February averages by 
) per cent. or more, but not as much as 10 per cent. 
Of the ten descriptions of coal, seven were at a 
higher price level in March than in February, the 
largest increases being recorded in Durham gas 
coal (over 25 per cent.), smokeless seconds, South 
Wales large steam coal, and furnace coke (all about 
20 per cent. increase), and Fifeshire screened navi- 
gation coal (14 per cent. increase). Tin rose in price 
by about 17 per cent. and copper by 10 per cent. In 
the cotton group 11 increases, all under 5 per cent., 
are shown and one item shows a slight decrease. 
Wool (Southdown tegs or ewes 56’s-58’s washed, 
Bradford), and wool tops in oil (crossbred colonial 
carded, 48’s) were cheaper by about 5 per cent. in 
March than in February on the average, and the 
changes in the other items of wool did not exceed 
3 per cent. Mechanical wood pulp, pine, 50 per 
cent. moist, advanced in price both in January and 
in February, and the average for March was 5 per 
cent. above the average for February. 

Of the 150 quotations used for the purposes of the 
Index Number, no less than 99 of the March aver- 
ages were within the limits of 5 per cent. above and 
below the corresponding February averages,

As will be seen from these summary figures, the 
value of imports, though greater than recorded for 
l°ebruary, 1s scarcely so much larger as corresponds 
with the different lengths of the two months. 
Although the Easter holiday began before the end 
of March, its effect on the records for the month 
cannot have been of great importance. Tor exports 
of British produce, however, the March figures in- 
dicate a slower movement than those for February. 

Taking the aggregate figures for the first quarter 
of the year, only imports show an important change 
from the corresponding figures for the first quarter 
of 1922. Here an increase of nearly £40,000,000, 
or 17 per cent., is shown, and even if the tendency 
manifested in recent quarters for average import 
values to rise may have contributed to the increase, 
it reflects in the main an increase in the quantities 
of goods imported. That the greatest relative in- 
crease 1s found in the Raw Materials group, where 
there is an advance of about 27 per cent. on the 
corresponding total of a year ago, is a favourable 
feature in the record.

The total value of exports of United Kingdom 
produce and manufactures during the quarter is 
only less than the corresponding total of a year ago, 
or that of the last quarter of 1922, by a fraction of 
1 per cent. Comparison with last year shows, how- 
ever, a notable increase in exports of raw materials, 
owing to the recovery of our coal exports, and the 
balance is maintained by a reduced total for the 
value of manufactured goods exported. It must, 
however, be remembered that the fall of prices 
during the past year has notably affected exports 
and, as the present average values are probably in 
the neighbourhood of 10 per cent. below those of the 
first quarter of 1922, this fall in values does not 
reflect a fall in volume of manufactured exports 
which have, on the contrary, increased by a 
moderate percentage. The extent of these changes 
will be examined in a later issue of the “* Journal.” 
after the detailed accounts have become available

in such rumour. As has been already announced, 
the Government of the Federated Malay States has 
no intention of selling its stocks of tin otherwise 
than in small quantities to meet the consumptive 
demand whenever attracted by suitable prices. 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


The representative in London of the Irving Bank- 
Columbia Trust Company, New York, has been 
advised by cable that March silk consumption in 
the United States was 33,515 bales. Leather and 
leather goods are in fair demand. Retail trade 1s 
good, though cotton goods, print cloths, 64’s Boston 
grey goods, and men’s clothing are quiet. Railroad 
repair and replacement are active. March business 
failures numbered 1,696, the capital involved being 
48,978,000 dols. Bradstreet’s Index Number on Ist 
April for wholesale prices of 96 commodities was 
13°9304 dols.

GRAIN ELEVATOR CONSTRUCTION 
PROGRESS. 


The construction of terminal grain elevators at Durban 
and Capetown, with storage capacities of 42,000 tons and 
30,000 tons respectively, is now in hand, states the ‘‘ South 
African Railway and Harbours Magazine.’’ Contracts have 
been let for the construction of thirty-four country 
elevators, and work has actually been started on twenty- 
three. 

Difficulties which were experienced in connection with 
the foundations of the Durban and Capetown terminal 
elevators have been overcome at the latter centre, and the 
foundations are now completed and ready for the super- 
structure. At Durban the preliminary werk is_ being 
pushed forward as vigorously as possible. The work at the 
country elevators is in various stages of progress, and it 
is anticipated that a number of these elevators will be com- 
pleted before the end of the present year.

ZANZIBAR PROTECTORATE. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1922. 

The total foreign trade of the Zanzibar Protectorate for 
the year ended 3lst December, 1922, amounted to 124,211 
tons weight, valued at Rs. 5,88,19,524, being an increase on 
the previous year of 5°58 per cent. in weight and a decrease 
of 9 per cent. in value. According to the Annual Trade 
Report prepared by the Chief of Customs, the quantity of 
merchandise handled in 1922 constitutes a record since 
1902, when the total trade was estimated at 130,255 tons 
weight. 

Imports, Exports AND THE TRADE BALANCE. 


The total imports (including goods transhipped direct, 
goods warehoused for transhipment, bullion and specie and 
goods imported by the Government) amounted to 76,655 tons 
weight, valued at Rs. 2,84,04,180, an increase of 5°6 per 
cent. in weight and a decrease of 11:9 per cent. in value. 
The decline in value is principally due to a decrease of 
ts. 27,80,859 in that of specie imported, which reduces the 
percentage of decrease to 3:2 per cent. Excluding specie, 
the ton value of imports decreased from Rs. 392 in 1921 to 
Rs. 357 in 1922. 

The total exports (including re-exports, goods transhipped 
direct, goods warehoused for transhipment and _ bullion 
and specie) amounted to 47,556 tons, valued at Res. 
3,04,15,344, an increase of 56 per cent. in weight and a de. 
crease of 63 per cent. in value. The ton value of exports 
decreased from Rs, 721 in 1921 to Rs. 639 in 1922. 

The balance of trade continues in favour of the Protec- 
torate, and in 1922 amounted to Rs. 20,11,164, compared 
with Rs. 2,31,103 in 1921. During the years 1900 to 1920 
the average balance in favour was Rs. 2,37,688. These 
figures do not represent the true position owing to the fact 
that re-exported goods are usually declared at the same 
value as at importation, so that if actual re-export values 
were declared the balance in favour would be increased to 
the extent of exporters’ profits. 

The increase in the balance for 1922 is abnormal and may 
be attributed to the exceptionally large shipments of cloves 
made during the last three months of the year, settlement 
for which has not yet been effected. 
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Imports AND Re-Exports or Corron Piece-Goops. 


The quantity of cotton piece-goods imported during 1922, 
taking the four principal classes only, namely, bleached, 
unbleached, dyed and printed, amounted to 12} million 
yards, valued at Rs. 64,48,822, as against 10 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 62,15,165, in 1921. This increase is due to the 
healthier condition of the market consequent on the dis- 
posal of surplus stocks. It is observed that the average im- 
ported price appears to have fallen from about 60 cents per 
yard to 50 cents. 

The quantity of cotton piece-goods re-exported last year 
amounted to 9 million yards, valued at Rs. 46,88,178, cem- 
pared with an approximately equal quantity in 1921, valued 
at Rs. 47,99,781, which seems to indicate that the trade 
in these, the principal articles of distribution to mainland 
territories, is being maintained. 

The chief destinations for piece-goods were Tanganyika 
Territory, which took Rs. 38,70,949; Kenya Protectorate, 
Rs. 6,81,731; and Portuguese East Africa, Rs. 3,22,239. The 
piece-goods trade with Madagascar has practically ceased 
owing to the high Tariff barrier, but fortunately it still 
seems possible to do business in other lines, and the total 
trade with Madagascar shows an increase in 1922. 


PRODUCTION OF CopRA. 

The Protectorate trade in copra consists in the local pro- 
duction of between 7,000 and 8,000 tons, which is bulked 
with about 5,000 tens of imported copra from Tanganyika 
Territory and Mafia in order to produce a fair marketable 
quality for exportation. Owing to this practice exporters 
find it difficult accurately to declare the origin of the copra 
to be exported and local production can therefore be esti- 
mated only, but a fairly good approximation can be arrived 
at by deducting the quantity imported from exports and 
re-exports. Accordingly it may therefore be assumed that 
the quantity produced locally in 1922 amounted to 146,837 
ewt., valued at Rs. 25,06,847, as compared with 157,221 
cwt., valued at Rs. 37,81,384 in 1921, showing a slight re- 
duction in quantity but a considerable decrease in value due 
to a general fall in the market price of raw products. 


CLOVES: Exports AND New Cror PROSPECTS. 


The cloves exported during the year amounted to 186,624 
ewt., valued at Rs. 1,14,64,056, as compared with 167,296 
ewt., valued at Rs. 1,14,83,330 in 1921. The exportation of 
cloves varies considerably from year to year, but the flue- 
tuations are much less pronounced than are produced by the 
variations in the volume of the crop, showing that in years 
of plenty large quantities are held over for subsequent ex- 
portation when the market has recovered from a temporary 
giut. 

The present season (July, 1922, to June, 1923) will in all 
probability produce a record crop. The arrivals for the six 
months to 3lst December, 1922, amounted to 159,635 ewt., 
of which 146,387 cwt. were exported. 

The quantity of cloves exported during the ten years 
ended 1922 amounted to 82,113 tons, being an increase of

low. Prices have been stabilised by the action of the 
large tanneries, which have returned to the pre-war system 
of contracts for monthly deliveries over a period of six 
months at a fixed price. By this means speculation on the 
part of wholesale merchants has been stopped. 

The total import during the year of raw hides and skins 
was 18,400 tons, valued at 96 million francs. These imports 
were supplied principally by France (6,000 tons), the United 
Kingdom (4,950 tons), and the Netherlands (2,100 tons). 
Small quantities were also purchased from Australia, 
British India, Ireland, and South Africa. Dressed skins 
and hides came from France (3,700 tons), the United King- 
dom and Germany (300 tons each), and the Netherlands 
(186 tons). 

Boot AND GLOVE INDUSTRIES. 
In the boot industry, after complete stagnation during 
the early part of 1922, the situation showed gradual im- 
provement, and although, in the latter part of the year, 
business was slow and only orders for immediate delivery 
were given, the position on the whole may be described as 
satisfactory. 

In this market the home industry has to meet strong 
foreign competition. The total value of the import trade 
was 15:1 million frs., the principal sources of supply being 
France (164 tons), Germany (120 tons), the United King- 
dom (112 tons), United States (21 tons), Switzerland (15 
tons), and Austria (12 tons). The export trade was valued 
at only 2:8 million frs., the principal markets being France, 
the Netherlands, the United Kingdom, Norway, and the 
Congo. 

In contradistinction to the boot industry, the glove indus- 
try has an important export trade, and goods were exported 
to a value of 9:3 million frs., as compared with imports 
valued at 2:2 million frs. The bulk of the exports were 
absorbed by the United Kingdom and the United States, 
whose shares amounted to 63 and 2-7 million frs. respec- 
tively. France, the Netherlands, and Italy also took small 
consignments. The import trade was principally in French 
hands, the trade with Germany and the United Kingdom 
being comparatively small. 

PareER MANUFACTURE AND TRADE. 


The situation in the paper industry has improved during 
the year, and production has increased. The output of the 
factories affiliated to the Comité Central Industriel 
amounted to nearly 100,000 tons for the first 10 months of 
1922. There are 15 non-affiliated factories, but it is con- 
sidered that these figures can be taken as representing the 
position of the industry. 

The import trade from the United Kingdom has been 
handicapped by exchange fluctuations, and orders have had 
to be cut down to a minimum. In papers, other than print- 
ing and wallpapers, the bulk of the trade was with Ger- 
many (8,150 tons). The Netherlands (4,100 tons), Sweden 
(1,970 tons), Finland (1,600 tons), the United Kingdom 
(1,100 tons), and Czecho-Slovakia (600 tons) were other 
sources of supply. 

Printing paper came from the Netherlands and Germany 
and wallpaper from Germany (580 tons), France (250 tons), 
and the United Kingdom (176 tons). Rags were procured 
principally from the United Kingdom (10,000 tons and 
France (8,200 tons). 

In the printing paper export trade the shares of Germany 
and France amounted to 2,587 and 2,085 tons respectively. 
The principal buyers of other sorts of paper were the United 
Kingdom (4,100 tons), France (4,000 tons), Japan (3,400 
tons), and the Netherlands (1,650 tons). Exports of rags 
to the United States amounted to 16,500 tons. 


— 


PORCELAIN AND EARTHENWARE INDUSTRY. 

During the early part of 1922 this industry was much de- 
pressed. Sales were difficult, and German and Czecho- 
Slovakian competition was acutely felt. An improvement, 
however, set in by August, and as the year advanced this 
became more and more marked. At the end of the year the 
majority of the earthenware factories were well supplied 
with orders both for the usual classes of articles as well as 
for decorative goods. The demand is both for the home and 
export markets. Orders for Northern France are large. 
The same remarks apply to factories of porcelain ware and 
good orders have been placed for specialities for the elec- 
trical industry. 

As regards tiles, however, the situation has been different, 
in that it has been good practically throughout the year. 
Future prospects are also bright. In fireclay products trade 
was very dull during the first half of the year. Demand, 
both for the home and export markets, was very small, and 
competition keen, and all factories had large stocks on hand.

The outlook improved somewhat later in the year, but orders 
were not large. 


PORCELAIN AND EARTHENWARE IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The imports of earthenware goods amounted to 5,889 tons, 
of which 2,430 tons came from the Netherlands. Smaller 
quantities came from Germany, France, the United King- 
dom, and Czecho-Slovakia. Exports, which amounted to 
2,063 tons, went chiefly to Argentina (700 tons), Egypt 
(300 tons), France, and the United Kingdom. 

With the exception of porcelain tiles, porcelain ware was 
principally imported from Germany (1,347 tons), France 
(1,007 tons), and Czecho-Slovakia (595 tons). The export 
trade was negligible. The imports of common pottery, which 
amounted to 2,292 tons, were principally of German, French 
and British manufacture. The exports amounted to 2,265 
tons, the bulk of which went to the Netherlands (1,366 tons) 
and France. , 

The exports of tiles made of earthenware or porcelain 
amounted to 37,000 tons, of which France took 20,000 
tons. Other markets were British India, Argentina, the 
Netherlands, the United Kingdom, and Switzerland. 
Exports of compressed tiles amounted to 11,521 tons, France 
and the Netherlands taking 8,570 and 2,900 tons respec- 
tively. 

Exports oF FIREARMS, 

The demand in the export trade upon which this national 
industry chiefly depends was somewhat smaller in 1922 than 
in 1921, due principally to the decrease in exports to Argen- 
tina, Brazil, and the United Kingdom. Exports to France 
and Canada, however, showed an increase. Other buyers 
included Japan, Italy, Switzerland, and British India. The 
total exports, which were valued at 15 million frs., amounted 
in the first nine months of last year to 338 tons. 

Matcu Factory ORGANISATION, 

The match industry, which occupies 15 factories, is com- 
posed of two groups. These groups centralise the whole pro- 
duction for sale both at home and abroad. A considerable 
improvement was noted in the match export trade during 
last year, the exports for the first nine months amounting 
to 4,400 tons, as against 4,800 tons during the whole of 1921. 
The bulk of the trade, which is in wooden matches, was done 
with the United Kingdom (2,805 tons), and France (1,056 
tons). Small quantities also went to the Canary Islands, 
Morocco, the Congo, Egypt, and the Netherlands. Wax 
matches, which form only a small proportion of the trade, 
went principally to the United Kingdom, Australia, and 
Cuba. 

FURNITURE Exports. 

Exports of furniture during the first nine months of last 
year amounted to 7,574 tons, valued at 25 million frs., as 
compared with 7,541 tons, valued at 29 million frs., for the 
whole of 1921. The principal markets were Trance, the 
Netherlands, United Kingdom, and the Congo. mnsign- 
ments were also sent to China, Brazil, Argentina, United 
States, Canada, Egypt, Morocco, Turkey, ond Switzerland. 

Foop INDUSTRIES. 

Sugar factories enjoyed a good year, and in view of the 
excellent beet crop, the getting in of which was only finished 
in December, it is anticipated that there will be a consider- 
able excess of production over the two previous years. Be- 
fore the war there were 122 sugar factories in Belgium, as 
compared with 50 last year. This decrease is due not only 
to the war, but also to the fact that the pre-war number 
was excessive for the area under beet. In this industry over- 
head charges are very heavy, for production is confined to 
six to eight weeks of the year. The largest factories deal 
with 20,000 tons of beet. 

The imports of raw cane sugar, which amounted to 71,500 
tons for the first nine months of 1922, showed a large in- 
crease over the 1921 imports (13,000 tons for the twelve 
months. The chief supplies came from Cuba (41,500 tons), 
Peru (19,000 tons). 

Exports, on the other hand, so far as can be judged from 
a comparison of the 1921 (twelve months) figures, 155,200 
tons, show a decline in 1922 (nine months), when only 76,120 
tons were exported. The chief markets in 1922 were France, 
British India, United Kingdom, Spain, Morocco, Switzer- 
land, Turkey and Iigypt. 

Before the war there were twelve factories engaged in the 
production of margarine and two in that of oleo-margarine. 
This number has now been increased to sixteen, whilst the 
post-war production has nearly doubled that attained pre- 
war. The production for the first three quarters of 1922 
amounted to 5,735, 5,197, and 6,003 tons respectively, whilst 
the average quarterly production in 1921, 1920, and 1918 
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was 6,846, 6,927, and 3,337 tons respectively. The export 
trade amounted to 2,500 tons only, the bulk of which went 
to the United Kingdom and France. 





Tospacco: DeEcrREASED CULTIVATION, LARGER IMPORTS. 


The cultivation of tobacco has decreased very considerably 
since the war. Whereas in 1913, 4,545 hectares were under 
tobacco, only 2,861 hectares were devoted to its cultivation 
in 1920 and 2,792 hectares in 1921. Imports of foreign 
tobacco have increased to a great extent, 13,770 tons having 
been imported during nine months in 1922, as compared 
with 10,000 tons during the whole of 1913. The import trade 
in cigarettes amounted to 48 tons, the United Kingdom 
(24-4 tons) and Switzerland (10: 3 tons) being the chief 
sources of supply. As regards the export trade, 413 tons 
were exported, mainly to Germany (333 tons). Other buyers 
included Portugal, Spain, Turkey, France and the Nether- 
lands. 

D1aMOND CUTTING. 

The outlook in this industry improved considerably during 
the latter part of the year. Large purchases of uncut 
diamonds were made and sales of cut diamonds at Satisfac- 
tory prices were much easier. Export trade, particularly 
with the United States, showed considerable improvement. 
The diamond cutters in Belgium are syndicated in a union 
which embraces 406 establishments, with 13,103 grindstones. 
Of this number 242 establishments with 8,925 stones and em- 
ploying 7,000 cutters, are situated in the Antwerp district. 
The value of the import of rough diamonds during the first 
nine months of 1922 was 22:2 million frs., of which 12:9 mil- 
lion frs.’ worth came from the Congo. The export trade in 
cut diamonds had a value of 5 million frs. 


PORTUGAL. 


THE MARKET FOR BRITISH GOODS. 
(From H.M. Consul.) 





LIsBon. 
A recent visit from the representative Portugal of 
Bradford firm has confirmed the impression that this coun- 
try as a market for British goods is not appreciated to the 
extent it might be. The representative mentioned con- 
siders that Portugal is a better market for textiles than 
Spain, and, according to a statement recently made by an 
engineer, this would appear to be true also in the case of 
engineering products. The low value of the escudo does not 
represent the real purchasing power of the country, for a 
considerable part of the proceeds of Portuguese exports :s 
kept abroad and used there for buying imports. 


NEED TO ASCERTAIN FINANCIAL POSITION. 

The fluctuations of the exchange have to be guarded 
against, of course, but as long as they are not very great it 
is not an insuperable obstacle to trade that the rate should 
be low. The Bradford representative states that he has 
found it sufficient to give sixty or ninety days’ credit and 
charge a contingent margin of 50 per cent. to guard his 
firm against fluctuations. This arrangement has been ac- 
cepted by his buyers, and he has experienced no difficulty 
in obtaining payment. His opinion is that the Portu- 
guese is normally a good payer, and that most of the bad 
debts contracted by British ex porters are due to want of 
proper ¢ caution on the part of the exporters in ascer taining 
the financial strength of their clients. The result has been 
that some small firms have been caught out of their depth 
with no alternative but to postpone payment or go under 
With due care in verifying the financial standing of pro- 
spective clients the risk of this eventuality can be mini- 
mised. It is not a question so much of dishonesty or of a 
lack of purchasing power among the people in general 
the cause above stated. 

PortuGuEse TEXTILE MANUFACTURE, 

National production, the Bradford representative states, 
is efficient in certain lines, for example, whites and silks. 
Certain other lines, such as poplins, the Portuguese manu- 
facturers cannot make satisfactorily. On the whole compe- 
tition from factories in this country is less serious than in 
Spain, and his opinion is that the market might be much 
more exploited by British manufacturers than it has been 
since the war. In jute bags, for instance, he states that 
the Italians are getting a substantial trade which might 
at least in part go to Dundee. The purchases of bags for 
the Portuguese Colonies are often made in Lisbon, a fact 
which some British firms do not appear to realise. 

Other goods mentioned as offering a good opening are tar 
and anchor chains. These are likewise bought in Lisbon for 
the African colonies.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
EXPORTS OF FOOTWEAR IN JANUARY. 


The volume of leather boots and shoes exported by the 
United States during January of this year totalled 477,610 
pairs. This, states ‘‘ Commerce Reports ” (United States 
Department of Commerce), shows an encouraging increase 
as compared with shipments of 322,217 pairs in January, 
1922. The increase applies to all classes, men’s shoes show- 
ing an increase of 54,311 pairs; women’s, 58,242 pairs; and 
children’s, 42,840 pairs. 

The January, 1923, statistics show exports of 202,897 
pairs of men’s leather boots and shoes, a quantity which ex- 
ceeded the exportation of similar goods in any month of 
1922. The shipments of men’s shoes during January, 192: 
to Canada and the United Kingdom were much greater than 
those of the corresponding month of 1922. The Cuban 
market has improved. Denmark and France are once more 
importing considerable quantities of women’s shoes, and 
British South Africa has greatly increased its demand for 
this class of goods.

LATVIA. 
LAW ON SETTLEMENT OF OLD DEBTS. 


The Acting British Consul at Riga has forwarded the 
following translation of a Law regarding the Settlement of 
Old Debts, which came into force on 18th March, 1923 :— 


(1) In respect of contracts concluded in Russian or 
German currency, and which must by law or by agreement 
be fulfilled Latvia, the debts are to be paid in Latvian 
currency on the following basis :— 





(a) If the contract was concluded before Ist January, 1918, 
according to the following rate :— 
14 R. roubles=14 German or Ost marks =0-02 Lats. 
(4) If the contract was concluded after Ist January, 1918, 
according to the following rate :— 
2 R. roubles=2 German or Ost marks=0-02 Lats. 


These regulations do not apply to debts which have al- 
ready been paid. 

Contracts which were concluded before the enforcement 
of the Law of 18th March, 1920, if they provide for the con- 
clusion of a formal treaty in foreign currency, are not bind- 
ing, with the exception of such agreements as have already 
been actually completely fulfilled by both sides, as well as 
excepting the cases mentioned in paragraph 2 of this Law. 


(2) Old contracts in foreign currency must be fulfilled 
the currency foreseen therein, if they refer to transactions 
concerning foreign export and import, operations of credit 
institutions with abroad, money changing operations, and 
transactions which must be fulfilled abroad. 

If the contract was concluded after lst January, 1918, in 
Russian currency, the calculation and settlement are made 
at the rate of 2 R. roubles=0°02 Lats. 


(3) In the course of two years reckoned from 18th March, 
1923, the debtor may settle fully or in part all monetary 
demands arising up to 18th March, 1920, including hypothe- 

cary demands, but excluding periodical aliments and life 
rents, as well as rental and lease demands, according to the 
term fixed in the Law and independent of the notice of the 
debt. 

If, however, the creditor refuses to accept payment or U 
his address is not known to the debtor, or his place of resid- 
ence not attainable, or if the creditor is unable to issue to 
the debtor the respective debt documents—the debtor 1s 
entitled to settle his debt. with due consideration of the 
circumstances, in the manner provided for in Article 2047 
of the Civil Process Law or in Article 2083 of the same Law, 
and in the following Articles, whereby the publication term 
stipulated in Article 2061 of the same Law is of one month’s 
duration. 


(4) All papers of value as obligations, mortgage docu- 
ments, partnership and share certificates issued in Latvia 
must be redrafted in the manner r stipul: ated by the Minister 
of Finance and in the time and in Latvian currency as 
determined by the Minister. 

{Nore.—All these papers of value must be printed and 
prepared in the Government Printing Office. | 

(5) This Law cancels all preceding Laws in this connec- 
tion.

ITALY—POLAND. 





AGREEMENT REGARDING OIL 
CONCESSIONS IN POLAND. 


An agreement was signed at Warsaw between the Italian 
and Polish Governments on 3lst January last under which 
the Polish Government assures to oil undertakings in which 
Italian capital is interested all the rights and privileges 
accorded to similar undertakings in which any other foreign 
capital is interested. It further agrees to accord most- 
favoured-nation treatment in considering applications for 
new oil concessions presented by Italians. 

The agreement is to remain in force for thirty years, and 
at the expiration of that time will be tacitly renewed an‘ 
be subject to three years’ notice of denunciation. 





UNITED STATES—PERU. 





CONCERNING COMMERCIAL 
TRAVELLERS. 

The following are the terms of a Convention, ratified on 
27th February, to facilitate the work of travelling salesmen, 
entered into by th the United States of America and the Re- 
public of Peru:- 


CONVENTION 


Art. 1.—Manufacturers, merchants, and traders domiciled 
within the jurisdiction of one of the High Contracting 
Parties may operate as commercial travellers either person- 
ally or by means of agents or employees within the jurisdic- 
tion of the other High Contracting Party on obtaining from 
the latter, upon payment of a single fee, a licence which 
shall be valid throughout its entire territorial jurisdiction. 

[In case either of the High Contracting Parties shal] be 
engaged in war, it reserves to itself the right to prevent 
from operating within its jurisdiction under the provisions 
of this Convention, or otherwise, enemy nationals or other 
aliens whose presence it may consider prejudicial to public 
order and. national safety. 

Art. I1.—In order to secure the licence above-mentioned 
the applicant must obtain from the country of domicile of 
the manufacturers, merchants, and traders represented a 
certificate attesting his character as a commercial traveller. 
This certificate, which shall be issued by the authority to 
be designated in each country for the purpose, shall be 
vised by the Consul of the country in which the applicant 
proposes to operate, and the authorities of the latter shall, 
upon the presentation of such certificate, issue to the appli- 
cant the national licence as provided in Article I. 

Art. ‘reial traveller may sell his samples 
without obtaining a special licence as an importer. 





Art. 1V.—Samples without commercial! value shall be ad- 
mitted to entry free of duty. 

Samples marked, stamped, or defaced in such manner that 
they cannot be put to other uses shall be considered as 
objects without commercial value. 


Art. V.—Samples having commercial value shall be provi- 
sionally admitted upon giving bond for the payment of law- 
ful duties if they shall not have been withdrawn from the 
country within a period of six (6) months. 

Duties shall be paid on such portion of the samples as 
shall not have been so withdrawn. 

Art, formalities shall be simplified as 
much as possible with a view to avoid delay in the dispatch 
of samples. 





Art. Vil.—Pedlars and other salesmen who vend directly 
to the consumer, even though they have not an established 
place of busmess in the country in which they operate, shall 
not be considered as commercial travellers, but shall be 
subject to the licence fees levied on business of the kind 
which they carry on. 

Art. VIII.—No licence shall be required of — 


(a) Persons travelling only to study trade and its needs, 
even though they initiate commercial relations, 
provided they do not make sales of merchandise. 

(b) Persons operating through local agencies which pay 
the licence fee or other imposts to which their 
business is subject. 

(c) Travellers who are exclusively buyers. 











COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued. 





Art, 1X.—Any concessions affecting any of the provisi ns 
of the present Convention that may hereafter be granted 
by either High Contracting Party, either by Law or by 
Treaty or Convention, shall immediately be extended to the 
other Party. 


Art. X.—This Convention shall be ratified; and the rati- 
fications shall be exchanged at Washington or Lima within 
two years, or sooner if possible. 

The present Convention shall remain in force until the 
end of six.months after either of the High Contracting 
Parties shall have given notice to the other of its intention 
to terminate the same, each of them reserving to itself the 
right of giving such notice to the other at any time. And 
it is hereby agreed between the Parties that, on the expira- 
tion of six months after such notice shall have been received 
by either of them from the other Party as above mentioned, 
this Convention shall altogether cease and terminate.

Emigration and Immigration: Legislation and Treaties. 
Published by the International Labour Office, Geneva. 1922. 
Price 6s. = 1.25 dols. 

This book is the outcome of a resolution passed by the 
International Emigration Commission, which met at 
Geneva in 1921, asking the International Labour Office 
to investigate the question of the international co-ordina- 
tion of legislation affecting emigration, and it is intended 
to prepare the way for the elaboration of uniform le ris. 
lation by setting forth the measures at present in force 
in the different countries of the world. The laws, regula- 
tions, and treaties of 76 countries have been consulted, 
and, considering that this is the first work of the kind 
which has been published, it may be considered as com- 
plete as it is humanly possible to be at the present time. 

The volume is divided into three parts, dealing respec- 
tively with legislation concerning emigration, legisla- 
tion concerning immigration, and international agree- 
ments concerning emigration and immigration, and each 
part is further sub-divided according to the subject dealt 
with. An analysis is given of the varying definitions of 
the terms emigrant’’ and ‘“ immigrant,’’ and _ the 
points of resemblance and difference are summed up. The 
other chapters follow in logical sequence, those in the 
first part of the book dealing with restrictions on emigra- 
tion, passport systems, emigration funds, protection of 
emigrants by means of official information, measures 
taken to supervise agents, transport questions, ete. In 
a similar manner the second part deals with conditions of 
admission, organisation of immigration, admission and 
rejection of immigrants and treatment of immigrants 
after arrival. 

Part III. consists of an analysis of international agree- 
ments which have a bearing on emigration. ‘This is a vast 
field, for practically all treaties affect the interests of 
emigrants to some extent, and even if we restrict our- 
selves, as the International Labour Office has done in this 
case, to the most important and precise treaties, we 
find that reference has to be made to more than a hun- 
dred texts. These treaties are partly concerned with 
migration as a whole and partly with one particular 
aspect of the problem only, Among the first we find con- 
ventions relating to the slave trade, the emigration and 
recruiting of Chinese coolies, the labour and emigration 
treaties of 1919 to 1921, commercial treaties, ete. while 
in the second category are the multitudinous conventions 
concerning social insurance, poor relief, repatriation, 
nationality, etc., many of them confined to two countries, 
but including also a number of general international con- 
ventions agreed to, either on the initiative of social re- 
form associations before the war, or of the International 
Labour Organisation since the war. 

In the whole book there is a great mass of information 
analysed and set out in convenient form, with a detailed 
table of contents which facilitates reference to particular 
points. There are also appendices which give a complete 
list of the Acts, regulations, treaties, conventions, etc., 
consulted, and at the end there is a supplement bringing 
the volume up to August, 1922.

THE WORLD'S TONNAGE. 








LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR MARCH QUARTER. 

Lloyd’s Register Shipbuilding Returns, for the first time 
since March, 1921, show an increase, as compared with the 
previous quarter, in the tonnage under construction in 
Great Britain and Ireland. The tonnage building at the end 
of March, viz., 1,492,138 tons, exceeds by about 23,500 tons 
the figures given for 3ist December, 1922. 

The total still includes a considerable amount of tonnage 
(181,000 tons) on which work has been suspended for some 
time. Deducting this amount in order to enable a compari- 
son to be made with figures for normal times, the tonnage 
actually under construction in Great Britain and Lreland now 
amounts to 1,311,000 tons. The average tonnage under con- 
struction during the twelve months immediately preceding 
the war was 1,890,000 tons, i.e., 579,000 tons more than the 
present figures. 

As compared with the figures for the quarter ended 3lst 
December, 1922, there has been a decrease in the tonnage 
launched, but a considerable increase in the tonnage com- 
menced in Great Britain and Ireland during the past 
quarter, the tonnage of vessels launched being 32,217 tons 
less and of those commenced 124,016 tons more. 

The tonnage commenced during the quarter ended 3lst 
December, 1921, amounted to 55,290 tons; a slight further 
reduction took place during the following quarter and in 
the course of the second quarter of 1922 the figures reached 
the lowest level, viz., 38,877 tons. During the third quarter 
there was an increase of about 44,000 tons. During the last 


three months of 1922 the figures reached within 30,000 tons 
of the total launched during the same period; and for the 
first quarter of 1923 the tonnage commenced (355,203 tons) 


actually exceeds by 126,832 tons the tonnage launched. 


The total merchant tonnage building in other countries is 


1.367.934 tons. but this includes about 148.000 tons upon 


which work has been suspended, leaving about 1,220,000 tons 
actually under construction; the latter figure is 50,000 tons 
less than at the end of December, 1922. 


The figures for the leading countries abroad are:—Ger- 
many and Danzig, 343,027 tons; France, 209,581 tons; Italy, 
I85,00L tons; United States, 173,762 tons; Holland, 121,321 
and Japan, 83,357 tons.

RAILWAY WORKING IN 1922. 


A preliminary statement by the Ministry of Transport, 
containing summarised particulars of the accounts and 
statistical returns of the standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain for the year 1922 has been published by H.M. 
Stationery Office (price Is. 6d.). 

The tables show that the gross receipts and expenditure 
were £237,800,000 and £190,600,000 respectively, as com- 
pared with £236,200,000 and £246,000,000 in 1921. The

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


DEVELOPMENT OF CANAL SYSTEMS. 

The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Wash- 
ington, in his Report* on the Economic, Financial, and 
Industrial Conditions in the United States, writes that of 
strictly inland projects one of the greatest accomplishments 
of the past decade has been the completion of the New York 
barge system, at a total cost of approximately 180 million 
dols. The canal covers a total length of over 553 miles, and 
provides a nine-foot channel suitable for boats of large canal 
dimensions. Five canals were enlarged and united by 
utilising natural streams and lakes. The terminals, locks, 
reservoirs, and dams are on a vast scale. The familiar tow- 
path has been entirely supplanted by the use of tugs and 
self-propelling craft. A State grain elevator is under con- 
struction for the use of shippers by the canal the cost of 
which is estimated at one million dols. A further million 
and a-half dols. has been apportioned for the improvement 
of the Harlem river in order to give access to the Brooklyn 
terminals. 

The New York State barge system really forms the last 
link in the vast projected Atlantic-Mississippi-Great Lakes- 
Atlantic chain of inland waterways. The Mississippi-Great 
Lakes link is still in process of development. The principal 
steps in this great project are the improvement of the main 
river up to St. Louis, and the canalisation, which is in hand, 
of the Illinois river to Joliet, to connect thence via Loc k- 
port with the Chicago Drainage and Ship Canal. Thus, the 
Great Lakes will be directly connected with the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

During the first eight months of the year the traffic on 
the New York State barge canal system exceeded 1,500,000 
tons, the amount carried in 1921. 

OTHER WATERWAYS. 

Amongst other notable inland waterways being perfected 
is that from the Mississippi to the Rio Grande. The Black 
Warrior river in Alabama has been made navigable for a 
total distance of 440 miles, at a cost of nine million dols., 
whilst the enlargement of the old Chesapeake and Delaware 
canal, now under Government ownership, was begun in 
1921.

CANADA. 
MINERAL PRODUCTION IN 1922. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, in its Preliminary 
Report on the mineral production of Canada in 1922, states 
that the value of the minerals produced was 183,029,595 
dols., as compared with 171,923,342 dols. in 1921, and 
180,622,000 dols., the preliminary estimate for 1922 (see the 
‘¢ Journal ”’ of 25th January, page 102). 

The year’s output was made up of: metallics, 61,144,990 
dols.; non-metallics, 82,582,339 dols.; and _ structural 
materials and clay products, 39,302,266 dols. The year’s 
total has been exceeded only in 1920, amounting to 
227 859,000 dols., and in 1918 when the value reached was 
211,301,000 dols.

PRODUCTION OF IRON AND GOLD. 
(From H.M, Trade Commissioner.) 


TORONTO. 

The production of pig iron in Canada in January showed 
an increase of 4,848 tons, or 13:5 per cent., in January, the 
advance being from 35,891 tons in Dece mber to 40,739 tons 
in the month under review. This represents an increase of 
26°6 per cent. over the output of the corresponding month 
of 1922, and an increase of 11 per cent. over the average 
production of the corresponding month in the last two 
years. 

The output is in excess of the average monthly produc- 
tion during 1922 but less than the average for the previous 
year. The January production exceeds the minimum 
monthly production of May last by 17,376 tons, or 74:4 per 
cent. The maximum production of March last exceeded the 
output of the month under review by 994 tons, or 2:4 per 
cent. 

The distribution of the January production included 
27,955 tons for further use, and 12,784 for sale. Classified 
according to grades the quantities were as follows:—Basic 
23,786 tons, foundry 13,530 tons, and malleable 3,423 tons. 

The produc tion ‘of ferro- alloys declined slightly from 
2,246 tons in December to 2,093 in January. The output 
of the month was produced in electric furnaces for sale. 


Gotp Ovtrreut or NORTHERN ONTARIO. 


The value of the output of gold from the mines of 
Northern Ontario during February amounted to approxi- 
mately 1,750,000 dols. according to preliminary estimates. 
This is a decline of about 200,000 dols., as compared with 
the high record in January, and is due to the existing short- 
age of hydro-electric power in the Porcupine district. 
Basing calculations on the physical status of the mines and 
the enlarged milling equipment, the second quarter of the 
current year will find the value of the output in excess of 
two million dols. monthly. 





NORWAY. 


PROPOSED REVIVAL OF ELECTRIC 
SMELTING COMPANY. 
(from the Office of the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation.) 
CHRISTIANIA. 

Kfforts are being made to float a new company to take 
over the plant and activities of the A/S Norsk Elektro- 
deverker, whose object was the smelting of pig iron by 
electricity, but which went into bankruptcy in May last 
year. In this connection a continuation of the State guar- 
antee of the loan of 300,000 kr., given on 15th July, 1920, 
in exchange for a first priority mortgage in the company’s 
property, has also been sought and obtained. 

Application has also been made to the State to resign its 
first priority mortgage in respect of one-half of the guaran- 
teed loan in favour of a private loan of 150,000 kr., for 
which a second priority mortgage is held, and to accept, 
instead, a third priority mortgage for 150,000 kr. to rank 
after the above-mentioned second mortgage. This arrange- 
ment has received the support of the Ministry of Commerce 
and a proposal for its adoption is already before the Stort- 
ing. 





SWEDEN. 





IRON AND STEEL TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 

According to statistics supplied by the Swedish Consulate- 
General in London the imports of iron and steel into 
Sweden in February amounted to 8,560 tons, as compared 
with 3,034 tons in the corresponding month of 1922, whilst 
exports of iron and steel from Sweden totalled 11,: 387 tons, 
against 7,258 tons in February, 1922.

COTTON GROWING IN QUEENSLAND. 

The interest which is being taken in the prospects of 
cotton growing in Queensland finds expression in a Special 
Cotton Supplement to ‘‘ Smith’s Weekly,’’ which kas been 
sent to us. This Supplement opens with articles by Sir 
Matthew Nathan, the Governor of Queensland, and Mr. E. 
G. Theodore, the Premier. Mr. Theodore declares that 
(Queensland, within a comparatively short time, will have a 
million acres of land under cotton yielding from ten to 
fifteen millions sterling a year, and supporting 35,000 
families. Sir Matthew Nathan urges that Queensland 
should not be content with inferior cotton but should seek 
to secure the best seed, planted in the best way, and under 
the best cultivation. 


THe GUARANTEES TO FARMERS. 


The farmers who grow cotton have been guaranteed 53d. 
a lb. for all good quality cotton grown during the 1922-23 
season. Good quality cotton is defined as ‘‘ cotton that is 
not ‘ ratoon ’ cotton, is clean, properly packed, and is not 
immature, stained, dirty, or otherwise damaged.”’ Although 
‘‘ratoon ’’ cotton was thus put outside the guarantee of 
5id. a lb. it was decided to give a Government guarantee 
for one year of 3d. a lb. on ratoon cotton which is harvested 
separately and is not exported. 


CONDITIONS OF THE MAXIMUM GUARANTEE. 


There are two conditions attached to the maximum guar- 
antee of 54d. a lb. The cotton must be grown from seed 
obtained from the Queensland Department of Agriculture, 
thus securing uniformity of species. Secondly, the gradiny 
and inspection of cotton must be done under the supervision 
and inspection of officers of that Department. For the 
season ending 3lst July, 1924, the seed cotton to which the 
guarantee applies must be of 11 inch staple; if of less than 
i} inch staple the guaranteed price will be reduced to 43d. 
a Ib. It is stated that on _ well-cultivated land the 
‘‘ Durango ”’ seed supplied by the Department of Agricul 
ture invariably produces cotton of 14 inch staple. After the 
current season no ‘‘ ratoon ’’ cotton will be received at the 
ginneries. Assistance will be given by the Government to 
seed cotton during 1925 and 1926 if found to be necessary.

COLOMBIA. 





GROWING INTEREST IN SILK 


PRODUCTION. 
(From the Acting British Vice-Consul.) 
Bocota. 

The districts in which most interest is being taken in 
the development of the silk industry in Colombia are in the 
neighbourhood of Bucaramanga, Department of Santander, 
Manizales, Department of Caldas, and Popayan, Depart- 
ment of Cauca. Active propaganda has also been carried 
on by the Departmental Governments of Cundinamarca, 
Tolima, and Boyaca, instruction in the cultivation of the 
mulberry being given under their guidance both to agri- 
culturalists and in schools (see also the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 2nd 
November, 1922, page 499). 

Another small company was recently started at Cocuy, in 
Boyaca, and local products from Santander, Boyaca, and 
Cundinamarca have been exhibited in some of the shops in 
Bogota. The College of the Salesian Brothers in Ibagué, 
in Tolima, is also a centre of production and of dissemina- 
tion of expert knowledge in this part of the country. 


ENCOURAGING THE INDUSTRY IN CALDAS. 


As regards activities in the Department of Caldas it would 
appear that interest in the silk industry was first aroused at 
the end of 1921. In March of last year the Departmental 
Assembly voted 3,000 dols. for the encouragement of the 
industry, 1,000 dols. for general propaganda, prizes, etc., 
and 2,000 dols. for the purchase of mulberry slips, which 
the Department were authorised to sell at half cost price. 
It is intended to vote 2,000 dols. annually for the develop- 
ment of the industry. 

In October last it was calculated that there were 55,750 
mulberry trees in the Department, which within a year 
should be able to support 11,200,000 silk worms, producing

18,660 lb. of cocoons, or 4,480 Ib. of silk, and that this pro- 
duction should be doubled or trebled in the following year. 


FRENCH INTEREST. 


The Colombian Office of Information and Propaganda in 
Paris has been active in interesting French capital in the 
industry. A French expert of the Société Francaise de 
Sériculture visited Colombia in June last. He was un- 
able, however, to complete his inspection, and the suggested 
Franco-Colombian Society has therefore not yet been 
formed. The proposal is to form a company with a capital 
of about 120,000 dols., half French and half Colombian, for 
the purpose of buying the silk from the small local com- 
panies and producers and marketing it in Europe.

THE POTASH INDUSTRY. 
(From the British Commercial Secretary, Occupied 
Territories.) 
COLOGNE. 

The ‘‘ Deutsche Bergwerks Zeitung ’’ states that a 
number of potash works in Central Germany have been 
compelled to restrict work owing to unfavourable sale con- 
ditions. Dvring 1922 boom conditions prevailed on the 
potash market, but in January of this year business had 
already slackened, and the sale figures did not equal those 
of January, 1922. Fears were expressed that inland busi- 
ness would suffer a considerable decrease this year. These 
fears have now been realised. The German agricultural in- 
dustry has greatly restricted its orders during the past 
few weeks, and in part has stopped them altogether, the 
cause of which is to be found in the disparity between the 
costs of production and the sale prices for agricultural pro- 
ducts. 

It was to be foreseen that the improvement of the mark 
and the accompanying price reduction would also have its 
dark side. In the interests of guaranteeing food supplies 
special attention will have to be given in the near future 
to agricultural conditions. The price reduction in corn, 
potatoes, etc., 1s in no proportion to the reduction in the 
costs of production, and landowners are no longer, there- 
fore, in a position to devote the same expenditure as here- 
tofore to the supply of artificial manure. 


[It goes without saying that the potash industry has been 
hard hit by the decline of the inland demand, and it is 
understood that a great number of potash works have had 
to restrict operations to producing for stock. Export sales 
do not recompense for the loss of the inland business. The 
potash business with America has not fulfilled expectations, 
and it is reported, moreover, that the Alsatian potash 
works are doing their best to obtain the American market 
and are underbidding. The American farmer is conse- 
quently showing a certain aloofness, expecting, no doubt, 
that the German potash works will also soon be compelled to 
reduce their prices. 

The price question is to-day, in fact, the essential poin¢ in 
the sale problem. On the one hand, should the present 
rates be retained, there is no hope of increasing sales and 
the closing down of works will be unavoidable. A reduction, 
on the other hand, endangers, in view of the increased costs 
of production, and especially in view of the increased wages, 
the financial basis of the potash industry, which has only 
just been established. As, however, in the present condi- 
tions, the economic policy of the various industrial groups 
is dictated in the first place by general economic reasons, 
the potash industry will no doubt decide upon a reduc- 
tion of its prices in order to revive inland sales.

BRITISH HONDURAS. 


NCREASED EXPORT DUTY ON 
INTOXICATING LIQUORS. 

The Intoxicating Liquors (Export Duties) Ordinance, 
1923 (No. 2 of 1913), increases the export duty leviable on 
wine, potable spirits, bitters, cordials, and liqueurs ex- 
ported from British Honduras from 50 cents to 1 dollar per 
liquid gallon. 








CANADA. 


GRADING AND MARKING OF BUTTER 
AND CHEESE FOR EXPORT. 

Regulations made by the Governor-General in Council on 
26th February, 1923, make provision for the official grading 
and the marking of all creamery butter and factory cheese 
of Canadian origin intended for export from Canada. 
The Regulations provide, inter alia, that no cheese or 
butter shall be graded unless it bears a mark indicating the 
factory where it is made, and that no cheese shall be graded 
until it is sufficiently mature, in the judgment of the 
grader, to permit of the quality being properly determined. 








FIJI. 


REDUCED EXPORT DUTY ON COPRA. 
The Export Duties Amendment Ordinance, 1923 (No. 1 of 
1923), imposes as from Ist January, 1923, during the year 
1923 an export duty on copra at the rate of 5s. per ton or 
part of a ton. 








UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


DUMPING DUTY ON CEMENT IMPORTED 
FROM GREAT BRITAIN. 

Adverting to the notice which appeared on page 305 of 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ for 8th March, regarding 
a dumping duty on portland cement, the ‘‘ Union Gazette 
Extraordinary ’’ of Ist March contains a Proclamation 
(No. 44 of 1923), imposing as from 12th April next, on 
cement imported into the Union from Great Britain, a 
dumping Customs duty, equal to the difference between the 
price at which cement of a like grade is sold for home con- 
sumption in Great Britain, and the price at which it has 
been sold for export to the Union, provided that such duty 
shall not exceed 15 per cent. ad valorem. 


FOREIGN. 


CZECHO-SLOVAKIA. 
IMPORT OF GOODS BY PARCEL POST. 


The Board of Trade have received information to the 
effect that goods may not be sent to Czecho-Slovakia in 








postal packets without being accompanied by import 
licences. Parcels weighing not more than 1 kilog. will be 


delivered without import licences being obtained by the 
addressees, but in the case of parcels weighing more than 
1 kilog. the addressee must procure the necessary import 
licence before he can obtain delivery of the parcel. 





FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN 
MOROCCAN GOODS. 


The French “ Journal Officiel ’’ for 20th March contains 
a Law, dated 18th March, which provides for the duty-free 
import into France and Algeria of the following goods, 
originating in and imported direct from the French Zone 
of Morocco, viz. :—Living horses, asses, mules, cattle, sheep, 
goats, pigs, and poultry; fresh, frozen and salted meat; 
dead poultry; meat preserves; unworked hides and skins; 
wool in the mass and on the skin, wool waste; hair; crude 
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wax, including sediments of wax; eggs of poultry and game; 
horn, bone, and animals’ hoofs; products of the Moroccan 
fisheries; cereals; flour and semolina (in the grit) of hard 
wheat; manioc roots (manioc, raw and cut-up); dried pulse; 
seeds of Canary grass; fresh or dried fruit (except wine 
grapes and grape skins, wine must, raisins and dried figs 
and dates for beverages or distilling); green aniseed; lin- 
seed and linseed meal, hemp and castor seeds; soya beans; 
ground nuts (shelled or not), fenugreek seed; olive oil and 
oil from olive husks; ‘‘ argan ”’ seed and oil; castor oil; gum 
arabic, resinous sandrach gum, ammoniaca]l and spurge 
gum; pyrethrum plants and roots; cumin, coriander and 
caraway seed; common and exotic woods, and unworked 
boxwood in billets or sawn, unworked cork, grated or in 
sheets; cotton in the mass, cotton waste; flax (unworked, 
scutched, combed or flax tow), hemp in the stalk, bruised 
or scatched, and hemp tow; threads of palm fibre or vege- 
table hair; henna (henné) leaves; fresh vegetables; cut 
millstones for native millers; natural phosphates of lime; 
curried hides known as “‘ filali’’; and carpets and mats of 
alfa and rushes. 

The annual quantities of these goods which may be im- 
ported free of duty are to be fixed by Ministerial Decree. 
The benefit of duty free admission is not accorded when the 
goods have been imported in vessels which do not fly the 
French or Moroccan flags. Goods other than those men- 
tioned above pay the most favourable duties on similar 
foreign articles. The above regime applies also to imports 
over the land frontier of Algeria. 


GERMANY (OCCUPIED TERRITORY). 


MODIFICATION OF CERTAIN TARIFF 
REGULATIONS. 

The following modified Regulations relating to (1) 
exports from the Occupied Territory, by way of unoccupied 
Germany, to a country other than Germany, and (2) goods 
exported from unoccupied Germany and passing in transit 
through the Occupied Territory, are contained in an 
Ordinance issued from Coblenz on 29th March, which was 
to take effect on 10th April :— 

(1) Goods consigned from the Occupied Territory and de- 
stined for a country other than Germany, but exported by 
way of unoccupied Germany, shall pay export duty to the 
trade control authorities in Occupied Territory, at the time 
of the issue of the export licence. When such goods are 
of a kind exempt from export licence requirement, they are 
equally exempt from the payment of any export duty; but 
dispatch from Occupied Territory will be subject to the 
deposit of a guarantee to the amount of 10 pee cent. ad 
valorem (or the entering into of a bond) which will be re- 
funded (or cancelled) on production, within a prescribed 
period, of a receipt for payment of import duties in the 
foreign country of destination of the merchandise. 

(2) Goods subject to export licence requirement. and con- 
signed from unoccupied Germany, passing in transit through 
the Occupied Territory and destined for a foreign country, 
are exempted from payment of export duty on exit from 
the Occupied Territory, on presentation to the Custom 
House of export in that Territory of an export licence issued 
by a competent organisation in unoccupied Germany and 
attesting that payment of export duty has been effected in 
unoccupied Germany. Goods not accompanied by an export 
licence so annotated will be subject in Occupied Territory 
to payment of export duty as if they were consigned from 
the Occupied Territory. Goods exempt from export licence 
requirement and consigned from unoccupied Germany, 
passing in transit through the Occupied Territory and de- 
stined for a foreign country, are exempted from payment 
of export duty on exit from the Occupied Territory as in 
the case of similar goods consigned from the Occupied Terri- 
tory. It will be necessary to prove, in each case, the place 
of dispatch of the goods by the production, to the Customs 
House of export, of the transport documents accompanying 
the consignment. (Way bill or Bill of Lading.) 











“TEMPORARY ADMISSION ” 
REGULATIONS. 

The following Regulations relating to the ‘‘ temporary 
admission ’’ of goods into the Occupied Territory have been 
issued by the Comité Direeteur des Douanes (on 22nd 
March) in execution of Art. 2 of Ordinance No. 186:— 

Art. 1.—Temporary admission is only allowed in the case 
of imports from abroad by the exterior frontiers of the 
Oecupied Territories and by the waterway. It does not 
apply to imperts coming from unoccupied Germany. 
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Art. 2.—Goods which may benefit by the regime of 
temporary admission are divided into three categories : — 


(1) Goods which enjoy this facility without the necessity 
of obtaining a specia] authorisation ; 

(2) goods benefiting by temporary admission subject to 
an authorisation granted by the competent Delegate 
of the Customs Managing Committee, i.e., the Chief 
of the District in which the Custom House of im- 
port is situated ; 

(3) goods admitted by way of exception in view of an 
authorisation delivered by the Managing Committee 
in accordance with the advice of the competent 
Delegate. 


Art. 3.—Till otherwise ordered, 
prises the following goods :— 
(1) Packing and empties coming into the Occupied Terri- 
tories to be filled and re-exported ; 
(2) tools imported by workmen resident abroad coming to 
work in the Occupied Territories.

Other goods may be added in accordance with require- 
ments which may arise later. 

The second category comprises objects which are imported 
for purposes of repair or additional workmanship (Verede- 
lungverkehr), for example, tools, machines, machine parts, 
instruments, furniture, etc., to be repaired, glass to be 
tinned, cloth to be dyed, dressed, printed, ete. 

The third category covers primary materials to be turned 
into manufactured products. 


Art. 4.—The competent Delegates of the Managing Com- 
mittee must not — the authorisations provided for in 
Art. 2, paragraph 2, except after the most careful enquiry 
into the reasons necessitating the temporary admission of 
the goods. They will be required to send to the Managing 
Committee at Coblenz monthly statistics of the authorisa- 
tions issued. 


Art. 5.—Goods imported under the regime of temporary 
admission must be fully described in a bond (acquit-a- 
caution) which will permit of the identification of the goods 
to be re-exported in discharge of the document (nature of 
the goods, marks and numbers of the objects, gross weight, 
net weight, number, value, etc.). Further, objects tem- 
porarily imported may, should it be considered necessary, 
be marked or stamped. 

This bond in duplicate will be issued for a period to be 
determined by the competent authority (Managing Com- 
mittee or Delegate), but which must not, in principle, ex- 
ceed three months. Its issue will be conditional on the 
deposit by the applicant of a sum fixed at double the import 
duty chargeable. The actual deposit of the sum above-men- 
tioned may, however, be replaced in the case of well-known 
and reputable firms by a personal guarantee given either by 
a responsible society or company, such as Chambers of Com- 
merce, Syndicate Chambers, Credit Societies, or when it is a 
case of firms of which the solve ncy is beyond question by the 
firm itself. The Delegates of the Customs Managing Com- 
mittee are the only persons competent to decide whether a 
personal guarantee may, in a given case, be accepted in 
place of an effective deposit of funds. 


Art. 6.—The bond of temporary admission will take the 
place of a licence both as regards import and export. The 
following measures are to be taken for this purpose; on im- 
portation the Custom House of import will collect a special 
statistical duty of 1 per mille, and mention this on the bond. 
On exportation the person who entered into the bend will 
present it at the same time as the products. He will de- 
clare at the same time the nature of the goods, the gross 
weight, the net weight, the number of the objects, and the 
price of the workmanship appertaining to the work effected 
tn the Occupied Territories. The export tax (Ausfuhrab- 
gahe) will be levied on the amount of the price of this work- 
manship (Lohnverarbeitung) by the Custom House of ex- 
port. 

Art. 7.—The quantity of goods imported may be 
accounted for in one or in several exportations but, of 
course, within the pericd of validity of the bond. 

In the case of partial or total non-fulfilment by the 
person responsible under the bond of the engagements taken 
therein, import duties will be levied on the quantity not re- 
exported. Further, ihe surplus of the sum deposited or 
guaranteed may be seized, in whole or in part, by way of 
penalty for the failure to carry out the transaction of tem- 
porary admission. The authority which issued the autho- 
eee of temporary admission will determine in regard to 
this, 
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Art, 8.—The bond provided for in Art. 5 will be provi- 
sionally drawn up by hand or in typewriting. Special 
printed documents will be provided later 

Art. 9.—The present regulations enter into force imme- 
diately. 





REGIME OF ALCOHOL. 

An Ordinance issued from Coblenz on 22nd March, with 
effect as from 25th March, withdraws from the German 
Alcohol Monopoly the right to import alcohol into the 
Occupied Territory from abroad. ‘The import of alcohol 
of all kinds by way of the Western frontier or the Rhine 
can only be effected in virtue of a licence issued under the 
authority of the High Commission, and on payment of the 
duties prescribed by the Commission. Licences will not be 
issved for alcohol other than (1) potable spirits, or (2) 
aleoho] destined to be transformed into potable spirits 
unless the industries concerned are insufhciently supplied 
by the Aleohol Monopoly. 

The import of alcohol of all kinds over the eastern border 
of the Occupied Territories is prohibited. However, should 
the production of industrial alcohol in Occupied Territory 
prove to be insufficient, the High Commission will grant to 
the Alcohol Monopoly, on the demand of the latter, licences 
for the import, free of duty, of industrial alcohol from un- 
occupied Germany, under certain conditions which are 
specified in the Ordinance. 

The duties to be paid on alcohol imported, under licence, 
by way of the Western frontier or the Rhine are fixed 
follows :—

MODIFICATION OF VARIOUS EXPORT 
DUTIES. 

With reference to the notice at pages 249-250 of this 

Journal’’ for 22nd February, respecting the modifica- 
tion of various duties in Greece, it should be noted that the 
Greek Government ‘‘ Gazette ”’ for 28th January (0.s.) con- 
tains a Legislative Decree, dated 27th January (0.s.), which 
reduces the export duty on olives from 2 drachmee to 20 
lepta per kilog., this reduction being effective retrospec- 
tively as from Ist January. 

A further Legislative Decree, dated 8th March, and pub- 
lished in the Greek Government ‘‘ Gazette”’ for 12th 
March. from which date it comes into effect, alters the ex- 
port duties on tobacco to the following rates:

EXPLOSIVES INCREASED. 


H.M. Representative in Mexico has forwarded transla- 
tion of a Presidential Decree, dated 2nd March, which 
modifies the duties on arms and explosives imported into 
Mexico. The new duties, which came into operation on Ist 
April, are shown below, and are considerably higher than 
those previously in force : —

POLAND. 





PROPOSED RESTRICTIONS ON THE 
EXPORT OF TIMBER. 


It is understood that the Polish Government propose to 
allow the export of timber in the rough only under special 
licence, and to impose on fir, pine, and aspen wood in the 
rough an export duty amounting to 40 per cent. of the 
profit derived from the export, this duty being payable in 
foreign currency. Export licences will be issued on the 
understanding that a certain percentage of the value of the 
timber will be placed at the disposal of the Polish Govern- 
ment in foreign currency, and the Government will return 
to the exporter an equivalent sum in Polish marks. 





PORTUGAL (SAN THOME AND PRINCIPE), 





EXPORT DUTIES INCREASED. 


With reference to the notice at pages 596-7 of the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ’’ for 23rd November last, respecting vari- 
ous modifications of the import and export duties in San 
Thomé and Principe, it should be noted that H.M. Consul- 
General at Loanda reports that the Legislative Council of 
the Province has sanctioned a Legislative Diploma, No. 5 
of Ist February, which increases the export duties to four 
times the original rates, instead of three times the original 
rates as provided for in the measure referred to above.

PORTUGAL, 


NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 

The following is a translation of the Portuguese Decree 
No. 8741 of 27th March, providing for the enforcement of 
the new Portuguese Customs Tariff (of Import and Export 
Duties) as from 20th April. A complete translation of the 
Tariffs of Import and Export Duties annexed to the Decree 
(including also the Schedule of goods subject to ‘‘ Conven- 
tional ’’ duties and to surtaxes) is also given; and various 
particulars as to the ‘‘ Preliminary Provisions’”’ to the 
Tariff will be given in next week’s issue of this ‘‘ Journal.” 








TRANSLATION OF DecreEE No. 8741 or 27Ta Marcu. 

(Issued under the authorisation conferred on the Govern- 
ment by Law No. 1335 of 25th August, 1922, and of the 
faculty conferred by paragraph 3 of Art. 47 of the Political 
Constitution of the Portuguese Republic.) 

Art. 1.—The Import and Export Taritfs and the respec- 
tive ‘‘ Preliminary Provisions’? annexed to this Decree 
shall come into force in the Continent of the Republic 
and the adjacent Islands as from and including 20th of 
April next. 

Art. 2.—The existing surtaxes on import and export 
are abolished, the only surtaxes leviable in future being 
those referred to in Art. 3 of this Decree. 

Art. 3.—To the duties of the existing ‘‘ conventional ”’ 
Tariffs, which shall be payable in escudos without any 
addition on account of the exchange, surtaxes shall be 
applied as set out in the annexed table and collected in 
the manner set out in Art. 23 of the Preliminary Provi- 
sions to the Tariff. 

Art. 4.—During a period of six months from the date of 
the publication of the Tariff, protests regarding the 
Tariffs may be presented to the Customs Technical Ser- 
vice Council, which after any necessary consultations and 
enquiries, shall report om such protests within the next 
two months following to the Government, which is em- 
powered to make any indispensable modifications in the 
Tariff. 

Art. 5.—The Government is authorised to increase fivefold 
the navigation and import taxes, and to impose duties on 
duty free articles in respect of vessels and goods proceed- 
ing from or originating in countries which do not concede 
their ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff to Portugal, in the following 
cases : — 

(1) When these countries apply entrepét surtaxes to 
Portuguese Colonial products re-exported from Portu- 
gal, or in general to the re-export trade of Portugal; 

(2) wuen they impose restrictive or special duties on 
imports which are in any way prejudicial to Portuguese 
exports, or when their Tariffs are so drawn up as to 
bear with special severity on any particular product or 
class of products peculiar to Portugal and her Colonies, 
or to any other goods being or capable of becoming an 
important Portuguese export. 

Art. 6.—When countries which concede their ‘‘ Mini-

EXPORT OF SUGAR PROHIBITED. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ”’ for 21st March contains 
a Beylical Decree, dated 2nd March, which prohibits, as 
from the former date, the export and re-export (after ware- 
housing, transit, and transhipment) from Tunis of sugar, 
except that sent to France and Algeria. Derogations from 
the prohibition may be authorised by the Tunisian Director- 
General of Finance.

ON THE IMPORTATION 


OF GOODS. 


H.M. Consul at Viadivostock reports that the importation 
of all goods into the Far Eastern Republic is subject to 
licence from the Russian Bureau of Foreign Trade. These 
licences are issued by the Bureau in Vladivostock, except 
for goods on the list shown below, the importation of which 
is nominally temporarily prohibited, and for which licences 
will only be issued by the Bureau in Moscow. A tax of 2 per 
cent. ad valorem is levied by the Bureau of Foreign Trade 
on all goods for which import licences are granted. The 
list of temporarily prohibited articles is as follows : —
